THE CRUSH.

Cuicaao, June 6.—One hour and a half
before the time of the convention toassem
ble vast exowds of people were in front of
the entrance waiting for the doors to
open. 1t seemed as if there had been no
change from last night, when thousands
demanded admission to a hall already
crowded. The doorkeeper, police, and
seargont.-at-arms exercised great patience
and thers was little irritation.
